Jordan, PLO agree 
to confederation 


Jordan's King Hussein and | 
PLO chairman Sasser Arafat 
have agreed on the establish- 
ment of a confederal union, 
Egyptian President Hosni Mu- 
barak said yesterday. 

Mubarak made the statement 
to Egypt's Middle East News 
Agency on his return home from 
a summit meeting with Hussein 
and Arafat in Akaba. 

“They are in agreement on this 
and Abu Ammar has announced 
that he is for the confederal union 
with Jordan,” Mubarak said in an- 
swer to a question. 

Mubarak did not elaborate fur- 
ther beyond saying that Hussein and 
Abo Ammar (the code name of 
Arafat) met in an “extremely cor- 
dial atmosphere.” 

But in Amman, a senior Jordani- 
an official said that Hussein bad 
raised tough new demands at the 
Akaba summit. ᾿ 

In Hussein’s view, the summit in- 
dicated that Jordan and the Palestin- 
jans were Starting again from 
scratch, the official told sources who 
spoke to The Jerusalem Post. 

Jordan, the official continued, 


does not consider itself bound by its 
previous agreements with the PLO 
and now insists on a federation be- 
tween Jordan and a Palestinian state 
that entails real unity and vot just 
symbolic ties: the concept of a con- 
federation between itself and a Pal- 
estinian state is not enough. The 
Jordanians, he said. are now talking, 
about a federation with much stron- 
ger ties between the two countries, 
that would entail a real unity and 
not just symbolic ties.

In Jerusalem, Foreign Ministry 
sources said last night that the Aka- 
ba summit was an attempt by Egypt 
to find a formula which would ad- 
vance the formulation of a Jordani- 
an-Palestinian delegation to peace 
talks, 

The sources added that Egypt was 
also attempting to prevent the PLO 
from making “rash” decisions at the 


upcoming Palestinian National 
Council convention. 

The sources added that Jordan's 
willingness to host the summit, and 
Arafat's arrival there in spite of the 
Pressures that are being applied on 
him. emphasized the fact that Jor- 
Gan has reasserted jts central place 
in any Arab configuration concern- 
ing the peace process. 

‘In Amman, the Jordanian official 
said that the summit showed that the 
PLO recognized that it needed Jor- 
dan more than Jordan needed it. In 
Akaba. he added, there was an open 


‘struggle for power between Jordan 


and the PLO. and “it seems τὸ me 
that this time we had the upper 
hand.” 

Jordan continues to demand PLO 
recognition of UN Security Council 
Resolutions 242 and 338, the senior 
official said. At the summit, Arafat 
repeatedly expressed support for 
Resolution 181, which partitioned 
Palestine into an Arab and a Jewish 
state. but not for 242 or 338. 

East Jerusalem newspapers de- 
voted banner headlines to the sum- 
mit and welcomed it in editorials.

Arafat says Palestinians will 
not resort to arms in intifada

PLO chet Yasser Arafat yester- 
day said the PLO would not resort 
to arms in the intifada, and urged 
Arab Israelis to vote in next week's 
elections. 

“We will continue not to use 
arms, not out of weakness but to 
show the Israeli citizen that the way 
of peace and not of war and blood- 
shed is best for diir children,” the. 
PLO leader said in a news confer- 
ence in Baghdad. 

Arafat spoke at the end of talks 
with Epyptian President Hosni Mu- 
barak, who flew with him to Bagh- 
dad from Jordan, following their 
summit with King Hussein. 

The summit and subsequent state- 
ments appeared timed, in part, to 

je Israeli voters of the poten- 
tial for a political settlement of the 
Palestinian issue. 

But Mubarak yesterday denied 
that the leaders were trying to bol- 
ster the Labour party at the expense 
of Likud. 

“If the Likad says so, that is their 
business,” Mubarak said. speaking 
to reporters in Cairo after returning 
from Iraq. “I strongly regret such 
talk. When we work we don't work 
for anybody's interests or account. 


When we work we work for a just 
peace in the region.“ 

Arafat, referring to the elections, 
said: “We have put out two impor- 
tant statements yesterday, one of 
which was addressed to the Arab 
voter .who carries Israeli 
citize 

Arafat said the first statement is- 
sued at the summit by Egyptian 
presidential aide Omi el-Baz was 
addressed to Jewish voters, asking 
them whether they want to vote for 
peace or war. 

Arafat said he also was urging 
Arab-Israelis to participate in Israeli 
elections “because they can push 
forward the peace process.” 

By participating in the elections, 
Arafat said, Arabs can assure them- 
selves of 14-15 seats in the Knesset 
and thus influence a future Israeli 
government. 

Arafat described his talks with 
Mubarak and Hussein as “positive 
and cordial. We have placed a basis 
for a new relation between the PLO 
and the Jordanian kingdom.” 

Mubarak and Hussein also said 
yesterday they were fully satisfied 
with the outcome of Saturday's sum- 
mit talks. 

Hussein told the official oews 
agency Petra he was pleased that the 


PLO would bear “direct responsibil- 
ity for fulfilling the aspirations of the 
Palestinian Arab people and restor- 
ing their legitimate national rights 
on their national soil. 

But Hussein said Saturday’ 's talks 
in Akaba had underlined the impor- 
tance of “special, distinguished rela- 
tions between the Jordanian and 
Palestinian people.” 

“Abu Ammar (Arafat) said he 
was. in favotir of a confederation 
with Jordan. As long as there is a 
clear sky, the Arabs will achieve 
good results,” Mubarak said. 

Hussein did not want to speak in 
the name of the Palestinians, the 
Egyptian leader added. 

“King Hussein said he will coo- 

perate.,.for the restoration of the 
land and the attainment of peace,” 
he added. 
. Radical PLO leader George Ha- 
bash, meanwhile, condemned the 
summit yesterday saying that it re- 
vived a formula for Jordanian-PLO 
cooperation that the PLO already 
had buried. 

“The United mera of the 
Uprising will respond to these olots 
by intensifying the intifada until its 
goals of liberty and independence 
are attained,’ Habash said in 
Damascus.

After weeks of refusing to hold a 


debate in which the questions were 
not provided in advance, Shamir ap- 
peared quite unperturbed by the 
spontaneous nature of the debate. 
Peres sought to score points by look- 
ing directly at the camera and affect- 
ing a personal approach to the 
public. 


Kfar Hamaccabiah looked like a 
prizefight arena yesterday, with re- 
porters, cameramen, television 
crews, party hacks, usherettes and 
ministers commiserating in groups 
that knew no distinction of party 
affiliation. 

Suddenly, a flurry of activity: Fi- 
nance Minister Moshe Nissim ar- 
rives, and seats himself next to 
Haim Ramon. Soon they are joined 
by Labour's Avigdor Ben-Gal, Av- 
raham Burg, and Ori Orr, surround- 
ing Nissim in a Labourite enclave.

Shas is a party that bestows exceptional verbal honours upon those who 
help further its cause. Every speaker was a “genius of the Tora,” a “man of 
blazing spirit,” the “glory of his generation” or “the living spirit of the 
Tora.” The crowd that filled the dance hall, even when being chastised for 
unruly behaviour “unbecoming of the Tora.” was sanctified as well.

But the crowd continued to fill up the aisles, stand on the seats and rush 
onto the stage, carrying signs and kissing bibles with an exuberance rarely 
seen at rallies of secular parties. Dozens swarmed around the Shas activists 
who tried to distribute signs and placards, forcing them into the balconies 
usually reserved for discreet encounters, where they threw i 
material like frisbees.

MANAGUA - At least 87 Central 
Americans met violent death, un- 
counted others were injured and 
hundreds of thousands of houses 
were destroyed as Hurricane Joan 
ripped across the isthmus between 


yesterday showed the final 
death toll in Nicaragua, 
Costa Rica and Colombia could rise 
to well over 100. 

In Nicaragua, President. Daniel 
Ortega toured ravaged suburbs of 
Managua yesterday. He said at least

He added that the government 
had no official estimate of casualties 
in Bluefields or the Corn Islands off 
yar Nicaragua. 

The destruction was total,” said 
Ray Hooker, a legislator who spore 
by government radio from Corn Is- 
land. ‘’There is not one house with a 
roof.”

That 
was unforgivable, indeed, for it patently con- 
stituted gross intervention in Israel's internal 
affairs. 

That, and the foreign minister's other elec- 
tion ploy, the surprise meeting in Akaba on 
Saturday between Hussein, Hosni Mubarak 
and Yasser Arafat. And the publication of an 
interview with President Mubarak in last Fri- 
day’s Yedior Aharonot, which is where the 
U.S. military ad, too, was published the same 
day. but then thar was par for the course. 

Mr. Peres’s handling of the Nightline affair 
was, to be sure, singularly maladroit, and it is 
no defence that it was his staff that had 
botched it and that Ted Koppel, the anchor- 
man, acted hypocritically when he later com- 
plained of having been, as it were, manipulat- 
ed. But the foreign minister's sin, such as it 
was, was but a minor slip compared to the 
prime minister's relentlessly paranoiac detec- 
tion of the old Labour conspirator behind 
every sad piece of news about a possible 
peace. 

To Mr. Shamir, welcome news at this time 
is apparently but tidings of Arabs closing their 
ranks for the final assault. Fears of Arab 
mayhem, terror and war help make it so much 
easier for his party to take its electoral stand 
firmly on the Jordan. Appeals to Israeli voters 
by retired U.S. generals and admirals to dig in 
by the river and refuse to budge, are, there- 
fore, quite in order. But when Arab leaders, 
for their own good reasons, show some evi- 
dence of turning their backs on war — against 
Israel! — thar is foreign intervention. And 
when such evidence is produced at the goad- 
ing of Israeli leaders, it is well-nigh perfidy on 
their part. 

To be sure, there are Arab leaders, too, 
who scorn any peace that does not spell com- 
plete victory for their side. George Habash, 
the arch terrorist, yesterday blasted the meer. 
ing in Akaba as a veritable act of treason. 
That alone should have given Mr. Shamir 
pause. It didn't, alas. ‘

IN A RECENT decision. a commit- 
tee of the Knesset has decreed that 
Rabbi Meir Kahane’s Kach party 
cannot run in the election to be held 
on November 1. The reasons given 
were that the party. which advocates 
throwing all the Arabs out of Israel 
~ including those who elected to stay 
after the War of Independence in 
1947-8 and who are Israeli citizens, 
some 2.2 million souls -- was racist 
and undemecratic and therefore 
should not be allowed to be part of 
the democratic process of elections. 

No Isrueli. nor. for that matter.

fault with that decision. and indeed 
as an American and as a Jew.

World Jewish Congress. a 


The meaning of the Kach ruling 


IT iS FAR FROM CLEAR what 
the political implications of the re- 


ἢ cent Supreme Court decision to up- 


hold the disqualification of Ka- 
hane’s Kach list will be. Will 
Kahane pose ἃ greater danger out- 


side the Knesset than in it? Will the 


votes that would have gone to Ka- 
hane swing the balance in favour of 
potential rightwing coalition part- 
ners? And, as Allan Shapiro asked 
in his article last Friday (J.P.. 
21.10). does the decision to disquali- 
fy Kabane provide legitimacy for the 
transfer and discriminatory policies 
of those lists that were not disquali- 
fied? People are already asking 
how. on the very same day that the 
Kach decision was handed down. 
the campaign broadcasts included a 
call by Moledet for the transfer of 
Arabs to Arab countries. 

The above are serious questions 
for which no easy answers exist. It is 
by no means self-evident that the 
Knesset law which provides for the 
exclusion of certain lists from the 
elections reflects wise policy. How- 
there is no judicial review of Knes- 
set statutes in Israel (with the excep- 
tion of questions of legislative proce- 
dure) and the issue before the court 
was therefore not whether the law 
was a good idea, but how it ought to 
be interpreted. On this question the 
court had important things to say, 
the relevance of which goes beyond 
the question of participation in the 
Knesset elections, 

The Kach decision raises three 
important constitutional questions. 
Section 7A of the Basic Law: The 
Knesset, provides that a list may not 
participate in the elections if, in its 
aims or acts, it expressly or implied- 
ly: 1) rejects the State of Israel as 
the state of the Jewish people; 2) 
rejects the democratic nature of the 
state; or 3) incites to racism. The 
first and most obvious question re- 
lates to the conditions that must be 
met before a fist may be excluded 
from the elections under this sec- 
tion. The second question, connect- 
ed to the first. is what the meaning is 
of the terms “democracy” and “rac- 
ism" mentioned in the above sec- 
tion? The third. and in some ways 
possibly most important question. 
concerns the relationship between 
two fundamental premises of Isra- 
εἰ 5 constitutional system, that the 
state is both the “state of the Jewish 
people” and a democracy. 


THE APPROACH of the court to 
the interpretation of section 7A 
must be seen in the light of the 
highly-developed jurisprudence of 
the Supreme Court on the status of 
basic rights in the Israeli legal sys- 
tem. which to this day has no formal 
constitution or bill of rights. Ac- 
cording to this jurisprudence, even 
in the absence of a formal constitu- 
tion. basic rights accepted in enlight- 
ened democracies are part and par- 
cel of the Israeli constitutional 
system. Thus, while the legislative 
authority of the Knesset is supreme 
and no law of the Knesset may be 
invalidated by the court on the 
grounds that it infringes a basic 
right, all statutes must be interpret- 
ed, where possible. so as to give 
effect to basic rights. or to minimize 
the restrictions on such rights con- 
tained therein. 

The right to participate in the 
electoral process. both 45: ἃ candi- 
date and as a voter who may vote for 
the party of his or her choice. is a 
fundamental political right. The 
court was mindful of the dangerous’ 
Precedent created by any statute 


which restricts this right. Turning to 
its general jurisprudence on restric- 
tion of rights it therefore held that 
section 7A must be strictly con- 
strued. This means that a number of 
conditions must be met before a list 
may be disqualified. 

The aim outlawed under section 
7A must be a central and dominant 
aim of the list and one that deter- 
mines its very essence or identity. 
The list must actively seek to pro- 
mote that aim and its participation 
in the election must be a means of 
doing so. The commitment to the 
said aim must be expressed in an 
extreme and severe fashion. Finally. 
the evidence that the above condi- 
tions have been met must be con- 
vincing, clear and unambiguous. 

On the other hand, the court re- 
jected the idea that there had to be a 
connection between the list’s aims 
and the possible consequences of its 


The court did not have to adopt a 


general closed definition of the term ᾿ 


“racism” but it was categoric that, 
under any accepted modem defini- 
tion, Kahane's policies and acts are 


clearly racist. “Systematic rabble-. 


rousing on the basis of ethnic-na- 
tional affiliations which causes eu- 
mity and widens rifts, the call for the 
violent denial of rights, the system- 
atic and intentional contempt to- 
wards parts Gf the population distin-

1984) that the crucial question is the 
likelihood of damage being caused if 
the list is allowed to run. 


WITH ALL DUE RESPECT, it is 
submitted that the court was quite 
right to reject Justice Barak's paral- 
lel between freedom-of-speech 
cases and disqualification of lists in 
elections. This is not only because 
the statutory provision (section 7A) 
does not allow for such a test, but 
because such a test is totally inap- 
propriate in the election context. 
First, there is no way to gauge the 
danger involved. Second. if one 
waits until a party reaches the stage 
in which it presents a reasonable 
danger that it will be able to put its 
platform into effect, disqualification 
will probably be too late. Thus, if 
one is going to disqualify lists. the 
disqualification must be carried out 
at the initial stage, before the real 
danger exists. 

The terms “democracy” and “rac- 
ism™ used in section 7A, are not 
defined in the basic law. The court 
saw no need. however. to offer gen- 
eral definitions of the terms. A cen- 
tral tenet of democracy is equality. 
Kahane’s view that the right to vote 
and stand for election should be re- 
stricted to Jews is sufficient to label 
him anti-democratic, given the obvi- 
ous connection between voting 
rights and the democratic nature of 
the state. “This is all the more so 
when this view is part of 2 campaign 
to harm the general equality of citi- 
zens in rights and status.”- : 

Kahane’s main argument against 
his being seen as a racist is based on 
an outdated view of racism, which 
stresses the biological basis of dis- 
tinctions between people. The court 
held that this argument was ua- 
founded. The definitions adopted in 
the 1986 amendment to the Israel 

- criminal code, which outlaws racial 
incitement. the UN Covenant for 
the Elimination of all Forms of Ra- 
cial Discrimination and the statutes 
in many other democratic countries 
all include discrimination on the ba- 
sis of ethnic-national origins as a 
form of racism.

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A @YEAR-OLD boy drove his 
grandmother's car eight kilometres 
through two states in a nighttime 
rainstorm, making tums and keep- 
ing up with traffic on roads with 
speed limits up to 72 km per hour.

In the second place, 
Israel is a democratic regime com- 
mitted to basic democratic princi- 
ples, such as equality and freedom 
of speech. 

What are the implications of Isra- 
el’s self-definition as a Jewish state? 
There have always been differing 
conceptions on this question, both 
in Zionist history and in modern-day 
thought. Views range from a mini- 
malist approach, that sees the right 
of Jews to immigrate as the only

ZIYAD ABU ZAYAD, editor of 
the Hebrew-language Palestinian 
newspaper, Gesher, is also offended 
by Labour’s reference to Palestin- 
ians as a demographic problem.

“It 
implies that since the Arabs are a 


demographic threat, one has to to

We 
are a people, not a problem.” 


Scaling down the intifada to pro- 
mote political moderation at the Is- 
raeli polls is impossible. according 
to Abu Zayad. “What is happening 
in the streets is ἃ revolution, coming 
from the roots, and i is not responsive 
to political games,” he says. On the 
political level, Abu Zayad supports 
a pragmatic PLO initiative that 
would boost moderate parties in the 
elections, but he does not believe 
this likely now, since the the PLO is 
stil sorting out various plans of 
action. 

Jack Khazmo, editor of Al- 
Bayader a-Siyassi magazine, would 
also prefer a PLO initiative as early 
as possible, but notes the danger of 
having the organization blamed for 
trying to influence the elections in 
Israel or the United States. He con- 
demns violence, and says the upris- 
ing should remain “clean,” sending 
ἃ message to Israelis that it ts aimed 
against the occupation, not against 
Israel. 

Khazmo, whose magazine has 
given extensive coverage to election 
developments in Israel and among 
Israeli Arabs, expects more from ἃ 
strong Likud government than from 
a Labour cabinet with a narrow 
Knesset majority. The Likud, he 
says, could in the long term be per- 
suaded to modify its policies, and 
implement them with wide political 
backing. A Labour government 
with a weak majority might move 
quicker toward negotiations, but 
would be seriously debilitated by a 
large and active right-wing oppasi- 
tion. Only a solid Labour-left ma- 
jority would be preferable to the 
Likud, says Khazmo. 

In the end, he says, what counts is 
Israeli public opinion, and its ability 
to influence its leadership — regard- 
less of the party in power — to pursue 
peace with the Palestinians. 

Labour's platform has come in for 
particular criticism from the Pales- 
tinian press, which has devoted ex- 
tensive editorial comment and news 
coverage to the Israeti elections. La- 
bour has been especially targeted, 
apparently because of its claim to 
greater moderation and readiness 
for compromise than the Likud. In 
several editorials this month, the 
Palestinian papers have hammered 
home the argument that the Labour 
party is sticking to the “Jordanian 
option,” and has failed to recognize 
Palestinian national rights. 


The pro-PLO Al-Fajr, in an edito- 
tial this week said that, despite the 
apparent differences between them, 
both Likud and Labour advocate 
talks with Jordan, dismiss the Pales- 
tinians as negotiating partners, and 
reject their national rights. “The ba- 
sic import of the de! ἐς between 
Labour and Likud is rejection by 
both parties of these rights, and this 
requires a reassessment of expecta-

TODAY we have some good 
news. But first, the setting. 

Whenever word gets around 
ἃ neighbourhood that some fa- 
cility’ is being planned for 
somewhere nearby for some 
group of handicapped — those 
who are in some way “differ- 
ent” — sounds of alarm come 
from the residents. It always 
happens. “What will happen to 
the value of our property? 
What will be the effect on our 
children?" 

As one would expect, this 
also happened some months 
ago in a villa area in upper Ti- 
berias, when Preparations were 
going on for setting up a hostel 
for the mentally ‘Tetarded. It 
opened in April. with 12 resi- 
dents -- eight men and four 
women -- aged from 19 to 40. 
All are “graduates,” as it were, 
of the Nofim Institution in Mig- 
dal. of which this is a branch. 


THE GOOD NEWS is that the 
residents in the area have now 
discovered that these residents 
are in fact better neighbours 
than many of our “normal” cit- 
izens sometimes turn out to be. 
One little example: the peo- 
ple living in a house across the 
Street from the hostel watched 
in wonder as a group of the

Tetarded cleaned up rubbish 
from the road - not a usual 
sight in residential Tiberias, or 
residential anywhere. Another 
neighbour brought a gift, just 
to show her changed feelings 
about the new arrivals — who, it 
need hardly be said, are su- 
premely happy with their new 
home and new possibilities. 
The garden surrounding the 
hostel is a far cry from what it 
was when they moved in — 
beautifully tended, the resi- 
dents are proud of their plants, 
which they began under a gar- 
dener's direction. What a great 
equalizer the garden is, with 
equal appeal for the pressured 
super-intellectual and the one 
who cannot learn to read. 

All 12 residents have outside 
jobs — the kind of low-paid un- 
ari labour that an 

- todo any more, especially not 
the unemployed. For example, 
cleaning jobs at one of the local 
beaches; kitchen work making 
salads. Their wages go in part 
for their upkeep, while some is 
retained for pocket money. On 
the day I visited, two were 
showing off some just-pur- 
chased clothes — the young 
man, ἃ pair of colourful pat- 
terned shorts; the girl, a flam- 
boyant-print tee-shirt. Just like 
everybody else. 

Also. the television was on, 
but nobody was paying any at- 
tention. Just like in any home. 
Mabar is watched every night, I 
was told. Any reactions to the 
news? No, none at all. And 
what do they call each other 
when arguments heat up? Me- 
fager! (retarded). 


ONLY ONE of the group 
knows how to read; many have 
speech defects. But they cer- 
tainly keep their hostel spar- 
kling clean. They do all cook- 
ing and cleaning, and laundry 
(there are two washing ma- 
chines.) The idea, as is clear, is 
to let as many of the retarded 
as are up to it to function in the 
outside world. Several already 
go into town unaccompanied, 
by bus. They attend activities 
in the nearby community cen- 
tre -- embroidery, swimming, 
folk-dancing — and have been 
received in a very positive man- 
ner by its director. 

“They are pure in heart,” 
said Haim Mitrani. director of 
the Migdal institution and of 
this new branch. “Like chil- 
dren.” 

Israel has many institutions 
for the mentally handicapped, 
at various levels and ranging 
from fine to atrocious. (We 
also have a great many handi- 
capped; according to some sur- 
veys and for various reasons, 
more than in other nations.) 
These residents, however, in- 
clude only one local; others 
come from as far as Beersheba, 
Haifa, Ramat Gan, Nazareth, 
Migdal Ha’emek. 

This hostel struck me as a 
showpiece; the cheerful sur- 
roundings, the clear purpose of 
opening up life as much as pos- 
stble, and the obvious affection 
for and of the staff -- Esther, 
house mother at Migdal who 
works here as well, Flavy, the 
educational assistant, and 


Zippy. 

And the Migdal facility can- 
not be mentioned without not- 
ing the selfless service of the 
German volunteers there, 
“Gunther is someone rare be- 
yond belief,” szid Haim. “An 
adult who is pure in heart.” 

Three of the men wear kip- 
pot aad spend much of the Sab- 
bath at synagogue. There is 
also an Arab. Any occasional 
tension, I asked? None 
whatsoever.

“I WANT TO thank the Washing- 
ton DC bar examiners for failing 
me,” says Aviva Kempner. “If they 
hadn't, ἵ might have been a lawyer 
right now.” Instead, Kempner is a 
film producer whose first major pro- 
ject, The Partisans of Vilna, is now 
being shown at ZOA House in Tel 
Aviv. 

The film is ἃ documentary based 
Οἱ stories of the survivors of the 
Vilna Ghetto in Lithuania, now part 
of the Soviet Union. The uprising 
there, although unsuccessful, was 
led by ἃ group of heroes and hero- 
ines including Abba Kovner, Vitka 
Kempner-Kovner, Nisan Reznik 
and Chaya Lazar. When their ef- 
forts failed, the youths headed off to 
the woods where they joined the 
partisan forces. 

Kempner, who created the pro- 
ject and served as its producer, is 
Proud to be showing her documen- 
tary which, although finished in 
1986. has only now made its way 
here. “15 like bringing a two-year- 
old home to meet the family,” she 
says of The Partisans. 

Financing for the film included 
$400,000 from the National Endow- 
ment for the Arts in the U.S. and 
$350,000 from Jewish celebrities — 
such as Barbra Streisand, movie di- 
rector Martin Brest (whose family 
hailed from Vilna), and actor Ed 
Asner. Kempner's uncle, David 
Chase, also a survivor and now a 
successful businessman, put up the 
remaining funds needed for the 
film's nearly $1i-million budget. 

Under the tutelage of the Ceisla 
Foundation, named for her grand- 
parents, Kempner had been work- 
ing mainly as a freelancer, raising 
funds for other people's films. How- 
ever, after reading the book Image 
Before My Eyes, she felt ike “some- 
one had shot me with an arrow. T 
had to make my own film.” She 
contacted Josh Waletzky, who had 
used Image for a film, and Partisans 
came into being. 

“If I do nothing else in my life, I 
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Producer Kempner: ‘I bad to make my own film.’ 


know I've got their story on film,” 
she says. noting that unused footage 
from the film is being donated to 
Beth Hatefutsoth so that not a word 
will be fost.

“ “Would I have fought the Nazis" | | 
is a question I have asked myself 
most of my life,” she says, adding 
that she has always been curious 
about the Holocaust. As her mother 
was unwilling to discuss it, however, 
Kempner came to rely on informa- 
tion from films and books. Making 
the film, she says, enabled her to 
find answers to questions of her 
own. It also made her realize that 
the question so many ask — “Why 
didn’t the Jews resist” - was not 
relevant: “What needed to be asked 
was ‘How could they have 
resisted?’ ” 

One major target audience of the 
film, she says, is youth. 

“Although kids here learn about 
the Holocaust, there is always room 
to learn more. Everyone knows the 
‘code words" Hitler, Auschwitz and 
Warsaw. But so much more hap- 
pend. In Vilna — known as the Jerv- 
salem of Lithuania — an entire cul- 
tural centre was killed off.” 

Kempner's ties with Israel run 
deep. Her father moved here in 
1973; he passed away three years 
later. “I just wish my two ‘Abbas’ 
could be here to see this,” she says, 
in reference to the poet and leader 
of the Vilna uprising, Abba Kovner, 
as well as her own father. 

Now available on video in the 
States, the documentary has been 
shown at film festivals around the 
world, including San Fransisco, To- 
ronto and Berlin. (‘The nse 
was incredible.”) Now that it is be- 
ing shown in Israel — which 
Kempner considers “‘the most im- 
portant country for the film to be 
shown in” — she is moving on. 

“ΤΊΣ studying for my bat mitzva,” 
she says proudly. “I've been a ‘High 
Holyday Jew’: now I want to go 
back and study.” She is also working 
on the story of Detroit Tigers Jewish 
baseball player Hank Greenberg 
(who played in the ‘4Qs), as well as 
being involved in bringing Israeli 
films such as Renen Shor's Late 
Summer Blues to the U.S.

There seemé to be a deep division 
of opinion among Rothschilds 
watchers in the City about its pros- 
pects.

Petroleum prices are back to ‘gd 
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Overnight stays in the

The hotel industry, battered by 


the slump in tourism this year, took 
some more knocks in the summer, 


when the number of overnight stays 


fell even lower than the depressed 


levels earlier in the year. 

Statistics released at the weekend 
by the Central Bureau of Statistics 
show that the number of overnight 
stays at the nation’s three-, four- 
and five-star hotels during July and 
August were 9% lower than the year 
before, which was a record, By com- 
parison, the number of overnight 
stays was down 8% on 1987 in the 
first nine months of 1988. 

The drop in overnight stays would 
have been far more severe. if there 
hadn't been an increase in the num- 
ber of Israelis staying at local hotels. 
In the period, the 
oumber of stays by foreign tourists 
was off a sharp 17%. while the num- 
ber of stays by Israclis was up 8%. 
For July-August. the contrast was 
even sharper, as the number of for- 
eigners plunged 25% from a year 
ago, while the number of Israelis 
edged up only 5%. 

Hotel occupancy rates averaged 
just 63% in the January-September 
period, compared with 70% in 1987. 
Jerusalem hotels had the lowest 
rate, at 52%, compared with 63% 
last year. while Eilat maintained its 
1987 at 84%, the highest occupancy 
rate of any area surveyed. 

The statistics, which are based on 
a survey of 140 hotels, indicate that 
the modest pick-up in tourism this 
summer didn’t spread to the hotel 
industry. Although arrivals by for- 
eign tourists have remained below 
1987 levels virtually all this year, the 
number of arrivals had been higher 
on a seasonally adjusted basis in the 
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rates) 


hotels continue to fall 


July-September quarter compared 
with the April-June period. 

The slump in the hotel industry 
has been consistently worse than for 
overall tourism. The statistics bu- 
reau pointed out arrivals by tourists 
to Israel fell only 13% in the first 
nine months of the year, while over- 
night stays were 17% lower. 

᾿ The Ggures Suggest that those for- 
eign tourists coming are choosing 
cheaper accommodations. The sta- 
tistics bureau does not survey lower= 
grade hotels, but among the catego- 
Nes it does count, the lower gride 
was suffering the least from the 
downturn. Three-star hotels saw 
overnight stays by foreigners fall 
only 10% jn the first nine months 
while the oumber plummeted 23% 
at four-star hotels and 16% at five- 
star facilties. 

Some areas of the country did far 
better than others, according to the 
survey. Eilat. which serves princi- 
pally as a resort destination for for- 
eign and Israeli tourists. actually 
Saw a 4% rise in overnight stays. but 
that was entirely due to an 3-10" 
tise in the number of Isracli visitors. 
Foreign stays were off 5%. 

West Jerusalem, Tel Aviv and 
Netanya saw the number of over- 
night stays plunge 10-15% from 
1987 levels, while the Dead Sea and 
kibbutz hotels experienced more 
moderate declines in the area of 
5%. Except in Tel Aviv. however, 
the sharp declines in foreign over- 
night stays were partially offset by 
increases in the number of stays by

Winning weekender

TEL AVIV -- Shahar Perkis, who 
captured his first National tennis ti- 
tle after finishing runner-up four 
times, was a highly-successful tennis 
pro a few years ago. but now he is 
primarily a Haifa University eco- 
nomics student and little more than 
a weekend player. He is in fact only 
around 560th in the ATP world sin- 
gles rankings, more than 350 
notches below Gilad Bloom whom 
he beat in Friday's engaging final at 
the Israel Tennis Centre courts in 
Jerusalem. 

Prior to being sidelined with inju- 
ry in mid-1985, Perkis had climbed 
to a career-high 53rd on the comput- 
er, overtaking Shlomo Glickstein to 
become then the highest-ranked Is- 
tael in the standings. He reached the 
semi and quarter-finals respectively 
in major Grand Prix tournaments in 
Houston and Memphis, beating Bo- 
tis Becker in the latter shortly be- 
fore the German took his first 
bledon crown.

abnormatity. When he returned to 
the circuit though on a less strenu- 
ous schedule - he ‘was only rarely 
able to produce his best form. 


Making his Davis Cup debut for 
Israel in 1981, he soon became Isra- 
el's No. 2 singles racket to Glick- 
stein and partnering him in doubles.

Soviets allow two Jews to study ritua

MOSCOW - In a rare departure from standard 
practice, two young Russian Jews will be al- 
lowed to travel to Australia to receive instruc- 
tion in ritual slaughter and circumcision.

University heads appeal to cabinet

The Committee of University 
Heads last night called on the cabi- 
net to reach a decision at its meeting 
today which would enable the uni- 
versities to begin the academic vear. 
The university managements re- 
fused to start the academic year on 
schedule on October !6, pleading 
lack of funds. After hearing a report 
by Prof. Ya'acov Ziv, chairman of 
the Council for Higher Education, 
the oniversity executives decided 
that if the cabinet adopts Education 
Minister Navon's recovery plan, the 
universities would probably decide 

today to resume functioning. 


Meanwhile, university students 


are considering teaching their own 
classes if the crisis at their schools is 
not resolved by tomorrow, Nadav 
Lisovsky, chairman of the Hebrew 
University Students Union, told a 
demonstration of university employ- 
ees, faculty and students outside the 
Prime Minister's Office yesterday 
morning. 

Lisovksy later explained in a tele- 
phone interview to The Jerusalem 
Post that graduate students will be 
asked to conduct classes for under- 
graduates and doctoral students will 
be asked to teach those on the mas- 
ter’s level. “We know the universi- 
ties will not recognize these classes, 
but at least when classes Go resume, 
the lecturers will have less catching 
up to do and maybe it will be possi- 


ble to complete the semester’s 
work.” He said he was speaking 
only for Jerusalem, but student 85- 
sociations at other universities are 
considering similar measures if the 
deadlock is not broker soon. 

The striking administrative work- 
ers agreed that student dormitories 
be opened today as promised last 
week, but say they will not allow 
classes to resume until the universi- 
ties sign the public-sector wage 
agreement giving them pay in- 
creases other public-sector employ- 
ees have received. Workers’ repre- 
sentatives said they want to make 
things easier for the students, but 
will make the faculty’s life more dif- 
ficult by not providing necessary 
Services.

Court hears horrifying tale of 
uncle who tortured 3-year-old 


NAZARETH (tim) -- The horrify- 
ing tale of a three-year-old Tiberias 
girl who had been tortured by her 
uncle for the past seven months, 
came to light yesterday in the dis- 
trict court here. 

The girl, who is brain-damaged 
from the beating, and who is breath- 
ing with the help of a respirator, 
femains woconscious in the intensive 
care of Haifa’s Rambam Hospital. 
Her uncle, David Hazan, 31, was 
indicted yesterday in Nazareth Dis- 
trict Court on charges of ageravated

According to the charge sheet, 
Hazan abused the child of his sister 
and her 75-year-old husband, and 


threatened to beat them if they re- 
ported him to the police. 

Hazan allegedly smashed the 
girl’s head against a wall, burned her 
with scalding hot water causing sec- 
ond-degree burns and beat her on 
all parts of her body. 

The prosecutor said that Hazan 
beat the child so severely that her 
eyes and cheeks were swoilen and 
her back and chest were black and 
blue.
